In the Report, made at our last anniver- 
sary,tae narrative of this mission was bro’t 
down to the latter part of the preceding 
May. Your Committee regret to state, 
that they are now able to bring it down on- 
ly tothe fore part of January, about sev- 
en months later, and for this the materials 
are comparatively scanty. 

While our merchants were trading at 
Bombay, communications from the mission- 
aries were frequent and copious ; but since 
that trade has ceased, no conveyance is 
afforded, but what is circuitous and preca- 
rious,& the commanications are infrequent. 

The entizce period, then, of the active 
operations of the Bombay mission, now up- 
der general review, is only a period of 
about four years and a half; viz. from the 
summer of 1815, when Mr. Nott left the 
mission, and the two who remained were 
just prepared to begin to act, to the begin- 
ning of 1820. 

Your Committee are the more particular 
in respect to these dates, and this period of 
action, as it is apprehended, that they have

It seemsa great while—es- 
pecially to minds more ardent than consid- 
erate—since the first missionaries sailed) 
for India. It is searcely remembered, that, 
from the time of their sailing, nearly two 
yeais elapsed before they were quietly 
settled at Sombay ; or that then very little 
could be-dene,-uatél they bad acquired 
Hence it has happened,that the harvest has 
‘been looked for, before the seed could 
ibe sown, or even the ground broken up. 
| Of the state aud progress, the plans and 
operations of this mission, ample state- 
iments and details have been given in pre- 
eeding Reports. For the present occasion 
only a succinct recapitulation is designed. 
At the very time that Mr. Nott was em- 
,barking at Bombay, for his return, Mr. 
‘Bardwell, with four of his brethren, who 
;were intended for Ceylon, was ordained 
|for the mission; and he arrived at Bom- 
\bay on the Ist Nov. 1816. About sixteeg 
\months after, viz. on the 23d of February, 
(1818, Mr. Nichols and Mr. Graves with 
their wives, and Miss Philomela Thurston, 
‘now Mrs. Newell, arrived. Thus strength- 
lened, the missien, so far as is known te 
iyoar Committee, has since continued with- 
(out diminution; consisting of five missiena- 
ries with their wives; holding its primary 
seat in the great native town of Bombay ; 
and occupying a station at Mahim, distant 
about six miles on the northern part of the 
same island, and another distant about 25 
miles at Tannah, on the island of Salsette, 
of which it is the chief town. 

Preacnine THE Gosrex, as they have op- 
portunity, to the untold multitades around 
them, of whose corruption, darkness, and 
wretchedness no adequate conception can 
be formed in this land,—is a principal and 
daily work of the missionaries. In the 
prosecution of it, they not only visit the 
temples and places of resort in the city; 
but make circuits of less ot greater extent, 
upon the islands, andin the provinces of the 
continent. Inthe course of a year, many 
thousands thus hear from them something 
coneeroing the true God and Eternal Life. 

*‘ Our daily custom”—they aay in their 
latest joint letter, dated in January“ our 
daily custom of addressing the people, 
wherever we find them, we consider our 
most important business. In this branch 
of ovr labor we find some of our highest 
pleasures, as well as our chief trials. 

“The brethren in Bombay have hired 
a large room for a school, and have made 
some use of it for the stated instruction of 
\the people on the Sabbath. Atteadance 
at present is rather encouraging; and 
those, who assemble, are in general as si- 
letit and attentive as could be expected. 
We would hope, that the divine blessing 
will enable us to continue these exercises, 
and will make them altimately profitable 
to many. 

“Daring the past 7 months, we bave 
taken the following tour for the promotion 
of our object.

» in .which.many of the people wer 
engaged in their Teapestive eons col 
therefore less favorable for their assem- 
bling tohear me. | walked through the 
village and saw no convenient opportunity 
fer commencing my labors. After walk- 
ing about untill began tobe weary, and al- 
most discouraged,| turned aside to a border 
of the village, where a few boys were at 
play, & a few adults standing near them un- 
der the grateful shade of a large tamarind 
tree. I cameto them,and asked them if 
they would listen to what | had to commu- 
nicate to them. ‘Théy readily complied, 
and I took my seat and desired them to sit 
down around me, and also to invite the 
other villagers, who were disengaged, to 
come and hear. About thirty persons 
were soon assembled, and te them! read 
and discoursed on the great things of the 
Gospel, for aboutan hour. They seemed 
very attentive; no one contradicted ; and 
I thought their appearance manifested, 
that (heir consciences testified to the truth 
of God’s word, which they-heard. I gave 
books to a few among them, who could 
read, and they were received with appa- 
rent gratitude. 

“ A little detached from the town, and 
in the rear of alarge Hindoo temple, was 
a little hamlet containing about 15 hats. 
Hearing the sound of music among these 
poor cottages, I bent my coarse thither, 
and found“hearly the whole Village, men, 
women and children, 60 or 70 in all, as- 
sembled in one house, stowed together as 
thick as possible, and engaged in their 
ceremonies. The occasion was this. A 
woman was ill of a fever, though to ap- 
pearance she was by no means severely 
ill, Her poor heathen neighbors, in their 
sympathy and compassion, were assembled 
to relieve the sick woman from her illness 
by their incantations and nameless extra- 
vagancies. The woman was seated neur- 
inte the middle of the assembly, Before 
her, some white marks were fancifully 
drawn upon the ground, the commou 
flocring of their poor houses,) flowers, 
parched rice, &«. were Scattered about, 
and incense was burning. A unmber of 
the people, men and women, nearest to 
the sick pérson, were writhing and forcing 
themselves inte the most wild, unnatural 
and painful attitudes, sometimes blewing 
ashes izto each other’s faces, beating 
tlemselves, and eden their foreheads 
violently on the ground, The design 
the whole seemed to be.to move their 
god, from a view of what they were volun- 
tarily suffering, to extend relief to the sick 
person; and this seemed te be accempa-

Being di- 
rected to him, he received me im a very 
friendly manner; and, on my proposing it, 
most of the people, who were disengaged 
amounting te about 60, were almost imme- 
diately assembled : for the houses of this 
little hamlet, though more than 20 in num- 
ber, are, as I should judge, all within the 
limits ef an acre of ground. 

“J spent nearly ap hour in preaching to 
this little assembly. The people were 
very attentive. None contradicted or ob- 
jected; but all seemed to approve ; and 
they promised to remember and regard

1 sat down by the way side un- 
der the shade of a large tree, and address- 
ed myself, for a short time, to eight or ten 
persons. On taking my leave of this little 
audience, | was again, in the same friend- 
ly manner as before, furnished with a 
guide to the next village, called Adda 
There I called on the Pattell as at Tam- 
boor, was received in the same friendly 
manner, and within a few minutes after | 
reached the place, | was seated in the midst 
of not less than 70 Hindoos. I discoursed 
to them about three quarters of an hour, 
They were very attentive; and their 
whole appearance was very interesting 
and encouraging to my feelings. At the

Revival in Trumbull County, Ohio, 


Extract of a letter to the Editor of the Pano- 
plist, by the Rev, Harvey Cop, pastor of the 
church in Vernon, Kinsmyun, and Hartford, 
Trumbull eownty, Ohio. 

During the first 5 years of my ministry here 

there were several seasons of special at- 

\tention to religion, in different and limited 

portions of the societies ; in which a good — 

pumber were hopefully born again. Yet 
there was sothing, which could be .«alled 

a general religious awakeging. The peq- 

ple generally ‘continued their attention to 

jeeguiae ee the Sabbath,.bat seemed to 
grow wore @tupid and indifferent under 
| the means of grace, for some time preced- 
ing the jate revival. Christians were 
sinfully conformed to this world; and it 
was very difficult to support weekly con- 
ferences & the monthly concert of prayer, 

‘especially in some parte of the societies. 

The wise and foolish virgins slumbered 
together. In the latter part of the year 

(1819, a black and portentous cloud hung 

,over us. Divisions and animosities were 

_excited,which boded evil to the church apd 

\the cause ef religion, The only visibly 

encouraging circumstance was, that a few 
Christians seemed to have their faith call- 
ed into more lively exercise, by these 
dark appearances, and were excited to 
‘special prayer, and impressed with the 





idea, that God was about to bless us. The 
ilast Sabbath in January 1820, there was 
a very visible change in the appearance 
of the assembly in Hartford Society. Some, 
who had beep at Westfield, an adjoining 
town, where there was an awakening, 
were there deeply impressed with a sense 
of their lost and guilty condition. Confe- 
rence meetings became more full and so- 
lemn. Saturday evening, Feb. 12, the 
house was thronged, and God appeared to 
be with the assemBJy ofa truth. Sabbath 
13, Was a memo day to Kinsman s0- 
ciety. The Lord whom Christians had 
been seeking, suddenly came to his temple, 
and saints rejoiced, and sinners trembled 
before him. At conference in the evening, 
a large number arose to manifest that 
they felt themselves to be-sinners in a 
perishing condition, and to request the 
special prayers of Christians for them. 

fore the close of the “week, 12 or 14 of 
thisnumber were hopefully brought out 
ot darkness into God’s marvelous light ; 
and it is remarkable, that though many 
were under conviction, yet not one ob- 
tained a hope that week, who did not rise 
as above siated, to ask the prayers of 
Christians. The awakening Site be- 
come general and powerful in Hartford 
& Kinsman,but nothing special appeared as 
yet in Vernon, though a larger number at- 
tended meeting pn the next Saturday eve- 
ping and the Sabbath following than oval 
and appeared uncommonly solemn and at- 
tentive. But on Monday evening, the 21st 
of February, the whole assembly was jin.

A Brief Account of a Revival of Religion in 
pi Con, MF oe by the Rev. Mr. 

PaRMELE. 

The Lord has shown us, that his arm 
was not shortened that he could not save, 
neither was his ear heavy that he could 
not hear. On the first Sabbath in Janua- 
ry, 1819, it appeared that the Lord was, 
in very deed, with his church’ while they 
attended to the ordinance of the Lord's 
Supper. It was a solemn, joyful season. 
In a public discourse, the dealings of the 
Lord with His Church, the part year, were 

- particularly brought :into-view;.and the 
enquiry, * What do ye-more than others?” 
was impressed upon the heart and con- 
cience of professing Christians." The as- 
sembly were attentive, and gave a_ lieten-

Some families, during. this revival, 
were remarkably favored, and we trust 
they will never forget what the Lord 
hath wrought. Nine children in one fa- 
mily were brought to rejoice in hope in 
about two months; and six of them 





people assembled for prayer, on the Sab- 
bath, in the intermission. These-meetings 
soon became crouded and as solemn as 
the house of death. Our monthly concert | 
was betfer attended than usual, and be- 
came much more interesting. A deep so- 
lemaity which we had not before witness- 
ed, appeared on the minds of Christians, 
while they were earnestly pleading for 
a blessing. They seemed to say, while 
wrestling with the Angel of the everlast- 
ing covenant, we will not let thee go, ex- 
cept thou bless us.

September last, God appeared in his glory | 
to build up Zion, and bas since made a mar- 
velldus display of his grace in the town 
; The good work confino- 
ed through the winter. The season has 
been solemn and interesting. One Lord’s 
day was peculiarly so,in which 39 pre- 
sented themselves and entered into the 
solemn Covenant, It was a day long to be 
remembered by the saints.. ‘The result of 
thie good work is, that 62 have joined the 
congregational church and several other 
denominations, beside 10 more who have 
been made hepeful subjects. A similar 
display of divine grace has been witness- 
ed in Stockbridge and Pittsfield.

ank of the United States, the amount of Missis-' 
sippi stoek, and of the stock which was issned| 
subsequently to that date, the balances ager- 

tained to be due to certain states, fer mil- 
itary services, and to individuals, for supplies 
furnished, and services rendered, during the late 

war,the public debt may be estimated as amount- 
ing at that date, and as afterwards liquidated, 

to one hundred and fifty eight millions seven 

hundred and thirteen thousand forty nine dollars. 

On the 30th of September, 1820, it amounted to 
ninety one millions nine hundred and ninety 
three thousand eight hundred ane eighty three 

dollars, having been reduced in that interval, by 
payments, sixty six millions eight hundred and 

seventy nine thousand one hundred and sixty 
five dollars. During this term, the expenses of 
the government of the United States were like- 
wise defrayed, in every branch of the civil, mili- 

tary, and naval establishments; the public edi- 
jBces in this city have been rebuilt, with consid- 
erable additions; extensive fortifications have 
been commenced and are in a train of execution ; 
permanent arsenals and magazines have been 
erected in various parts of the Union; our navy 

has been considerably augmented, and. the ord- 

nance, munitions of war, and stores, ofthe army 
and navy, which were much exhausted during 
the war, have been replenished. 

By the discharge of so large a proportion of 
the public debt, and the execution of such exten- 
sive and important eperatious, in so short a time, 
a just estimate may be formed ofthe great ex- 
tent of dur national resources. The demonstra- 
tion is the more complete and gratifying, when 
it is recollected that the direct tax, and excise 
were led soon after the termination of the 
late war, and that the revenue applied to these 
purposes has been derived almost wholly from 
other sources. 

The receipts into the Preasury from every

The 
whole quantity of land 1 thus prepared to 
be used in soiling, in aid of my grase, did 
but little exceed nine acres. Of these, 
that which | sowed with rye, turned out so 
poorly, that I never sviled from it more 
than five days, so that in fact the land thus 
prepared did, in efficiency, but little. ex- 
ceed six acres. ( To be continued.) 


To prevent Cows from contracting bad ha- 
bits while milking. 

Cows should be always treated with 
great gentleness, and soothed by mild u- 
sage, especially when young and ticklish, 
or when the paps are tender, in which case 
the udder eught to be fomented with warm 
water before milkiyg, and touched with the 
greatest gentleness, otherwise the cow will 
be in danger of contracting bad habits, be- 
coming stubborn and unruly, and retaining 
her milk ever after. A cow never lets 
down her milk pleasantly to the person 
she dreads or dislikes.—The udder and 
paps, should always be washed with clean 
water before milking : but care should be 
takea that none of that water be admitted 
into the milking pail. pin
